THE ART OF 
DULWICH 

On the cusp of Dulwich Festival 2016, Living South Resident discovers 
how the area has unexpectedly become a street art hub

T hink of art in Dulwich and the 

Dulwich Picture Gallery is likely 
to spring to mind. But while the 
Old Masters continue to grace 
the hallowed halls of the oldest public 
gallery in the world, some very different 
images have been springing up in the 
leafy streets around it. 

Dulwich has become a perhaps 
unlikely showcase for street art - and it’s 
a member of staff at its famous picture 
gallery (DPG) who’s largely to thank for 
it. It all began when Ingrid Beazley, an 
art history teacher at DPG, headed to the 
East End for a talk by renowned street 
artist Stik a few years ago. Intrigued by 
the artist and his work, she invited him 
to DPG, an offer fortuitously accepted. 

‘I was fascinated by how he interacted 
with what he saw on the walls,’ says 
Ingrid of Stik’s first visit to DPG. ‘He 
had no background in what you might 
call old-fashioned art; he wasn’t 
impressed by names like Rembrandt 


because he hadn’t heard of Rembrandt. 
He approached the art as an artist, not as 
an art historian.’ 

The two became friends and between 
them hatched a plan for Stik to recreate 
some of DPG’s paintings in his own 
style on walls around 
Dulwich. ‘He creates 
pictures of people, but in 
a completely different 
way to how it was done 
in the past,’ says Ingrid. 

‘His people are 
simplistic, stick people. He’s not 
interested in the trappings of status like 
Van Dyke or Gainsborough. He’s 
interested in what a person is like, 
relationships between people.’ 

Stik’s works proved so popular that 
Richard Howard Griffin, founder of 
Street Art London, and Ingrid organised 
a street art festival during the 2013 
Dulwich Festival which they called 
Baroque the Streets. Over 20 major 


international street artists were invited 
to Dulwich where Ingrid introduced 
them to the Baroque paintings in the 
DPG. She secured them all walls in the 
Dulwich/Peckham area where they 
interpreted the Old Masters in their 

individual styles. In the 
years since, Dulwich has 
seen a continual stream 
of artists painting more 
walls, consolidating the 
area’s reputation as a 
major hub for street art. 

For this year’s Dulwich Festival, 
renowned artist Louis Masai will 
live-paint an outdoor piece at local 
nature reserve, Sydenham Hill Wood. 
Festival-goers can watch the painting 
being brought to life from Friday 13 
May and throughout the weekend. 

Louis, whose work often aims to raise 
awareness of endangered species, is set 
to create his piece in a tunnel in 
woodland - which is home to a colony

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of bats - to highlight the work of the 
London Wildlife Trust. He’s looking 
forward to working in the woodland 
setting, although he’s not particularly 
keen on the term ‘street art’. 

‘Throughout history people have 
painted on walls outside and were never 
called street artists,’ he says, ‘I think it’s 
a term that can be used to put down 
people from a graffiti background and 
create a hierarchy of what’s acceptable 
and what isn’t.’ His Twitter profile 
simply states, ‘I paint... sometimes 
inside... sometimes outside’. 

Whatever you call it, outdoor art 
looks set to continue to flourish in 
Dulwich. ‘What makes the street art in 
the area unique is that it is subtle and 
carefully curated,’ says Ingrid. ‘For 
example, artist Pablo Delgado put up his 
tiny paste-ups near primary schools 
which were discovered by the children 
and much loved. Much of the art is in 
residential areas so mustn’t be bright, 
huge, in-your-face stuff. It must be subtle 
and surprising, carefully thought out and 
sensitive to the local community.’ 

Ingrid points out that some work has 
been adapted to local tastes. For 
example, following objections to a 
depiction of the Bible story of Judith and 
Holofernes on the grounds that it was too 
violent for its surroundings, the artist 
painted something milder in its place. 

‘Street art in Dulwich generates 
conversation,’ says Ingrid, who will 
launch a street art pop-up gallery in 
Dulwich Village on 7 May as part of this 
year’s Dulwich Festival. ‘It’s not elitist, 
you don’t have to pay to see it and there 
are no opening hours. It’s fun and 
everyone is entitled to an opinion.’

S ometimes while travelling around the UK, 

I like to pretend the country is a giant deli 
board and it’s my job to sample its regional 
delights, be they cheese, sausage or chutney. 
Well folks, this month’s special hails from 
Shrewsbury, where I ate the best sausage I have ever 
tasted in my life - plump and meaty and sizzling 
with flavour. Seriously, I nearly wept. 

On further investigation I discovered this 
breakfast delicacy hailed from 
nearby Wenlock Edge farm. Cue a 
flurry of Twitter activity and I was 
soon informed these blissful 
bangers are available on my very 
own doorstep, courtesy of Franklins 
Farm Shop on Fordship Fane. A 
million yays! I have found the 
saviour of the boring breakfast. 

To be honest, Shrewsbury 
ticked a lot of boxes. My tour 
manager described the town’s 
appeal thus: ‘What Brighton is 
for gay men, Shrewsbury is for 
middle-aged women’. 

I’ve seldom visited a place where the shopping is 
so directly targeted at the 50-something’s purse 
strings.

Sadiq Khan promises to stand up for 
London over airport expansion and 
freeze transport fares

H e is the Left-leaning son of a bus 
driver who grew up on a council 
estate and nominated Jeremy 
Corbyn for Labour leader - but 
Sadiq Khan is making a direct pitch to 
Conservative voters to pick him as the next 
Mayor of London over Tory Zac Goldsmith. 

In an attempt to reach for the centre 
ground, Khan promises to stand up for 
London over airport expansion and oppose 
attempts to impose a ‘Robin Hood Tax’ on 
the banks. He takes aim at Goldsmith’s lack 
of experience in business and politics, 
refusing to apologise for an attack advert 
that dubbed the son of billionaire Sir 
James Goldsmith a ‘serial underachiever’. 
Khan also promises to be no Corbyn ‘patsy’ 
if he wins office, dubbing the Labour 
leader’s stance on Trident ‘wrong’ and 
warning that questioning the police’s right to 
shoot to kill terrorists could have ‘huge’ 
negative consequences. 

It indicates that Khan is ready to follow 
in Boris Johnson’s footsteps by being a thorn 
in the side of his party leadership if he 
reaches City Hall on 5 May. He is currently 
the bookmakers’ favourite after pulling 
ahead in the polls with populist policy 
announcements like a freeze on London 
Underground ticket prices and a fair housing 
policy for Londoners. ‘We pay the most 
expensive Tube fares in Europe so I’m going 
to address the concerns London users have 
by freezing fares over four years,’ he says. 
Khan believes he can do this by cutting 
down the amount spent by TFL on 
consultants and agency staff as well as 
targeting fare evasion. 

On providing affordable homes for 
Londoners (the key policy for both 
candidates) he is equally gung-ho: ‘Our

London plan will give first dibs to 
London buyers before properties are 
marketed overseas.’ He also wants to use 
GLA and TFL land to build new homes 
for Londoners. ‘These bodies own land 
equivalent to 16 times the size of Hyde 
Park so why not use that land to build 
the homes Londoners need?’ 

The race to City Hall has national 
significance too, with Corbyn facing his 
first major electoral test in May and the 
Tories looking to win a third successive 
mayoral election in a traditionally 
Labour city. Chatting in a room in 
Parliament with sweeping views over the 
capital, his definition of a successful 
mayor, he says, is one who can put aside 
party affiliations and speak for the city as 
a whole. ‘I am trying to persuade voters 
to look at me, to look at my experiences, 
to look at my vision for London and 
what I would do for London,’ he says. 
‘When you meet and study the best 
mayors from around the world they are 
not tribal. What they try and do is to 
reach across the entire city.’ 

To do that, Khan says he is ready to 


take on his party leader to defend 
London. ‘There will be occasions when 
frankly speaking I disagree with Jeremy,’ 
he says, naming support for a new 
runway at Gatwick, a belief that 
businesses can drive job growth and 
prosperity and ‘unequivocal’ backing of 
a reformed European Union as key 
points of difference. 

He also pledges to work with the Tory 
government to defeat Corbyn’s push for 
a ‘Robin Hood Tax’ - a fee on buying 
stocks, shares and derivatives publicly 
backed by the Labour leader. ‘The job of 
the Mayor of London is not to be a patsy 
or a spokesperson for George Osborne 
and David Cameron - as Mr Goldsmith 
is being - or Jeremy Corbyn or the party, 
but to be London’s advocate to their 
party and the government,’ he states. 


The differences between Khan and 
Corbyn are clearest on defence. On 
Trident, he is categorical: ‘I’m quite 
clear that I can’t foresee any 
circumstances in which I would vote to 
unilaterally end our nuclear capability. At 
a time when Russia’s expanded into 
Ukraine, you’ve got North Korea testing 
missiles, I think the idea of getting rid of 
Trident unilaterally would be the wrong 
one.’ Similarly, Khan stresses the 
importance of letting police shoot to kill 
terrorists if they launch an attack in 
Britain. ‘These are split-second 
decisions,’ he says. ‘If they are 
questioning in that microsecond whether 
they could get in trouble that could lead 
to adverse consequences.’ 

The race for London Mayor has been 
characterised by some as a battle of 
backgrounds: Khan, the son of 
immigrants raised on a council estate, 
versus Goldsmith, the Eton-educated 
child of a billionaire financier. Khan 
insists he will not criticise Goldsmith’s 
upbringing, saying ‘none of us are 
responsible for who our parents are’, but 
defends an attack on Goldsmith where he 
branded his opponent a ‘serial 
underachiever’. ‘I won’t apologise for 
comparing Zac Goldsmith’s adult 
experiences [to mine] in relation to 
business - or lack thereof - and in 
relation to politics,’ he says. 

There has been some 
criticism of Khan’s 
stilted TV interviews, but 
in person he speaks 
fluently with charisma. 
His most emotive 
comments come over 
fears his two teenage 
daughters could be groomed online, 
demanding the government acts more 
swiftly to shut down IP addresses being 
used for promoting extremism. ‘If, God 
forbid, I was under any suspicion that 
they were being groomed sexually, a 
parent would have no hesitation in 
reporting to the authorities and taking 
away their computer. Why aren’t we 
treating radicalisation in the same way? 
This is really important.’ Khan also has a 
novel approach to help tackle 
radicalisation: promoting British Muslim 
‘role models’ such as One Direction’s 
Zayn Malik and The Great British Bake 
Offs Nadiya Hussain to inspire children. 

Like Goldsmith, Kahn is keen to 
make it clear that if he wins, he will be 
his own man in City Hall: ‘I’ve got my 
own mandate for the job,’ he concludes.

Affordable housing for Londoners is top of 
the list for would-be Mayor Zac Goldsmith, 
but not before he takes a pop at his rival

U nusually for a politician, Zac 
Goldsmith is good at saying 
sorry. When he rings me 20 
minutes later than we’d 
agreed, he’s full of apologies. Tm not 
even sure when I was meant to call, but I 
know it was a long time ago,’ he says 
sheepishly, sounding genuinely contrite - 
and very, very tired. 

The 41-year-old Conservative 
candidate for Mayor of London is 
speaking to me from a corridor in a hotel 
mid-way through filming a video for his 
campaign. Over the past six months he’s 
made umpteen public appearances while 
juggling the responsibilities of his day 
job as MP for Richmond Park and North 
Kingston, and fatherhood - his youngest 
child is just two months old. He’s clearly 
running on adrenaline, but insists he’s 
feeling optimistic, despite lagging behind 
in the polls. ‘People recognise that this 
election matters - we’re at a crossroads.’ 

Even over the phone he’s one of the 
most intense politicians I’ve ever 
encountered, with a single-mindedness 
bordering on the missionary. Although 
he and Boris Johnson might appear to 
have fallen from the same tree - both 
lone-rangers, both from high-profile 
families, both Old Etonians - you’d 
never catch him on a zip-wire. Larking 
about simply isn’t his style. 

Goldsmith is broadly pro Johnson. 
‘Boris put London back on the map and 
made it the most important city in the 
world,’ he says. ‘But the problem now - 
and it’s a grave one - is that too many 
people are being priced out. If that isn’t 
properly addressed this will stop being a 
dynamic place.’

Goldsmith grew up in Ham and now 
lives in Barnes with his wife Alice 
Rothschild and their two children (his 
first marriage, to Sheherazade Bentley, 
the mother of his three eldest children, 
ended six years ago). In 2010 he gave up 
the chance to fight a safe Tory seat in 
Hampshire because he wanted to stand in 
his (then very marginal) local area. ‘It’s 
my home,’ he says simply. He knows 
‘every square inch’ of Richmond Park, 
and the deer appear on his website.

The next Mayor will have to 
pull off a delicate balancing-act:

Goldsmith says his aim is to 
promote ‘genuinely mixed 
communities’. At the moment, 
developers are prevented from 
marketing their properties 
abroad for three months - he 
wants to up this to six, though 
he stresses this isn’t about 


of his campaign. He wants to double the 
number of residential properties built 
each year in the capital to 50,000 by 
2020, to enable ‘an average Londoner 
earning an average salary to get the keys 
to their own home’. 

It’s an ambitious target - we haven’t 
seen that rate of home-building in 
London since the 1930s. But he is 
adamant that it can be done. ‘We know 
that the government owns, through the 
Ministry of Defence and the Ministry of 
Justice, huge amounts of brownfield 
land. The first thing we have to do is to 
get them to release that, as well as 
protecting the transport budget to make 
those sites accessible.’ He’s also pledged 
to ensure the night Tube runs smoothly 
and work begins on Crossrail 2. 


demonising overseas investors. 

Goldsmith gets asked about wealth a 
lot. His early life has been exhaustively 
documented: the billionaire father, a 
1997 inheritance reported to have been 
somewhere in the region of £200 million 
to £300 million. Surely this puts an 
unhelpful distance between him and the 
vast majority of Londoners? He doesn’t 
think so. ‘In politics you’re confronted 
with all kinds of problems that you need 
to solve from day one - and there isn’t a 
human being on the planet who’s directly 
experienced all of those.’ 

He directs critics to his constituents, 
who he says can vouch for his ability to 
empathise with - and address - their 
concerns. ‘I’ve kept my promises to 
them, and I was rewarded at the last 


expansion to sanctions against Israel and 
the mansion tax. Shortly before our 
interview the two locked horns live on 
LBC. Today, he’s sticking to the script. 
‘As a city we generate huge wealth, 93% 
of which goes straight to central 
government. We then have to beg the 
Chancellor for some of it back to pay for 
what we need. So if you want to be an 
effective Mayor of London you have to 
be willing to stand up to people. I know 
Sadiq as an MP, and I don’t think there’s 
anything in his record that suggests he’s 
even willing to talk to people outside his 
own party.’ 

Although Goldsmith talks fluently 
about his policies, I don’t feel I’ve got 
much of a sense of him as a man. So I 
ask him where in London he’d take a 
first-time visitor. He says the Houses of 
Parliament, which is fine, but not exactly 
a window onto his soul. When pressed, 
he admits there’s something special for 
him about Borough Market. ‘It’s so full 
of life. Very emblematic of London.’ 

Our time is almost up. The election is 
just around the corner, so what will he 
do if he loses? ‘I’m committed to 
spending every second between now and 
then making sure that people have all the 
information needed to make a choice.’ 

He pauses. ‘I am very clear on my 
responsibility.’

V iewed from the pavement, The Slot House appears just 
like any other spruced up semi on a gracious grove in 
Blackheath. But behind the buffed golden brick 
fagade, a dramatic reconfiguration fuses striking 
modem twists with the elegant Georgian features of this five- 
bedroom, four storey home. 

Rachel and Jonathan Slater instantly fell for the property’s 
generous proportions and period touches - including a grand 
entrance hall, sweeping staircase, fireplaces and cornices - when 
they first viewed it two years ago. But although the couple could 
see the house as the perfect home for their young family, they 
felt the layout of the lower ground floor left a lot to be desired. 

‘When you walked downstairs you stepped into a dark 
corridor with no natural light and the rooms off it were small and 
impractical for a family home,’ explains Rachel, who later 
discovered that the house and its neighbour had formerly been 
used as halls of residence by Goldsmiths College, the corridor in 
the lower ground floor having once connected the two properties. 

Convinced a rear extension would rectify the layout dilemma, 
following a quick internet search for local architects, Rachel 
invited Forest Hill-based Nimtim to view. ‘As soon as they 
came to see the house I knew they were right for the project,’

Nimtim devised a plan to remove the unnecessary hallways 
and corridors on the lower ground floor, unlocking space to 
create a family room. The existing stairs were adapted and 
extended into a practical and stylish window 
bench in dark timber, which doubles up as a 
storage space for the two junior Slaters’ toys. 

New sliding doors at the rear make the most 
of large existing openings, while limestone 
floor tiles extending out into a sizeable stretch 
of the large garden bring a sense of unity 
between the indoor and outdoor spaces. 

With 12 square metres liberated on the lower ground floor, 
the kitchen - a space the Slaters felt was too cramped given the 
proportions of the rest of the house - was removed and 
relocated to the upper ground floor. In its place is an expansive 
family room with double-height ceilings at one end. At the other 
end, the interior walls of the upper ground floor were replaced 
with glass balustrades, effectively creating a mezzanine-level 
kitchen. The new configuration brings a sense of connection 
between the lower two levels and allows more light to flood in. 

The creation of the double-height area also allowed for the 
installation of perhaps the house’s most arresting feature - a slot 
window over six metres in height that gives the building its new 
moniker. Granting better visual connection onto the garden, this 


whopping piece of glass also creates a striking focal point 
for the lower two floors of the house. 

Relocated to the back of the double-aspect upper ground 
floor room, the kitchen was designed by Roundhouse Kitchens, 
Taking into account the period character of the room, the oven 
and hob are set into a recess in the chimney breast, while 
appliances are integrated into Shaker style cupboards in the 
alcoves. The stylish island, made of quartz and wenge - a 
sustainable tropical hardwood similar to walnut - houses the 
sink and provides extra storage in the form of roomy drawers 
beneath the work surface. Subtle pendant lights hang above, 
contemporary touches that, together with the column radiator 
and glass balustrade overlooking the family room, complement 
the original features and proportions of the house. 

Moving up the steep, curved staircase, complete with original 
mahogany banister and painted ironwork, the master suite takes 
up the lion’s share of the first floor, which 
also hosts a guest bedroom and bathroom. 
Simply decorated and furnished to restful 
effect, the master bedroom has a sunken deep 
pile carpet around the bed giving way to 
a European oak parquet floor that runs 
through the entire suite. 

Bespoke Japanese sliding screens, made 
with traditional rice paper, connect to a newly-created dressing 
room fitted with dark-walnut veneered wardrobes and shelves. 
An identical set of sliding doors leads to the spectacular marble- 
clad bathroom with a sunken bath and walk-in shower and large 
sash windows overlooking the garden. 

The top floor of the house remained untouched during the 
building works, allowing the family to live in the property 
throughout the five-month renovation process. ‘We wanted to 
make changes without altering the existing character of the 
house and get everything done as quickly as possible as I 
was expecting our second baby at the time,’ explains Rachel.

How London Door Co set the benchmark 
for handmade doors in the capital

F ounded in 1982, The London Door 
Company has been dedicated to 
making and installing handmade 
doors for over three decades and 
set the benchmark for the industry, 
particularly with period-style doors. The 
initial business concept was to supply 
screen-printed decorative glass, but from 
these humble beginnings the company has 
become London’s leading door supplier, 
installing over 30 doors a week. 

All London Door Co doors are made in 
one of the company’s four workshops in 
Wimbledon. In the early days there was 
just one factory unit but there is now a 
team of 40 staff, including one of the 
original founders who remains at the helm 
of the business. Two employees have been 
with the company since the start, having 
joined straight from school. One even has 
his son working with him as a carpenter. 

The level of detail that goes into 
creating a bespoke London Door 



Company door is impressive; 
from the initial design to 
handmade leadlight and 
etched glass and the finished 
product, weeks of loving 
labour go into each door. For 
a typical four-panel door, a 
joiner will work with 63 
individual pieces of wood, 10 
mortice and tenon joints and 
64 mitres - and that’s just the 
start. The pain-staking, hand¬ 
painting process follows. 

Fitting a door into an existing frame 
takes a great deal of skill, it is made to be 
a tight fit and requires ‘scribing in’, this 
is where the carpenter offers the door up 
to the opening and makes pencil marks 
on the door to use as a guide to carefully 
plane the door to get the best possible fit. 

Where the original frame is simply no 
longer serviceable (tired, worn out) the 
best advice is to replace it with a

stronger, better draught proofed version 
of the original. 

London Door Co only uses the best 
possible materials, and will always work 
with wood - never PVC or composite. 
The company preference is to use Accoya 
wood, which is the most recent advance 
in timber technology, it has minimum 
movement and shrinkage, problems often 
associated with traditional wooden doors. 
The team fully understands the aesthetic 
of a front door, they get the proportions 
just right and have a vast knowledge of 
period styles; all sales designers have 
extensive training so that they can offer 
expert advice.

Embrace National BBQ Week (30 May to 5 June) with 
Guy Awford’s grilled hake burger and chipotle relish 


T here’s a primitive satisfaction 
to cooking outside over 
charcoal. It may seem 
instinctive, but in reality it 
takes a lot of practice to perfect a 
good barbecue technique. The best 
barbecues have a strong even heat 
which allows you to control the 
cooking; they are never so fierce that 
the food bums before it cooks. 

Once you have perfected your 
technique there is a whole array of 
amazing dishes that you can 
cook. I love barbecuing 
fish, but fish burgers 
are great too. You 
can use cod or 
coley, but hake is 
meaty enough to 
make into a patty, 
sustainable and 
relatively cheap. The 
addition of eggs and 
breadcmmbs improves 
the texture and ensures the burger 
stays together. 

To make the relish, blitz 250g of 
ripe tomatoes with a clove of garlic, 
a pinch of grated ginger and 2 red 
chillies - with seeds if you want it hot. 
Place in a heavy-based saucepan and 
add 150g of unrefined caster sugar, a 
slug of fish sauce, a teaspoon of 
smoked paprika, 2 chopped chipotle 
chilies and 50ml of red wine vinegar. 
Bring to the boil, reduce to a simmer 
and cook for about 30 minutes until 
the mixture has turned dark and sticky. 
It can be stored in sterilised jars.

HAKE BURGER WITH TOMATO AND CHIPOTLE RELISH, 
WATERCRESS AND RADISH 


• Serves: 5 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: approx 6 minutes 

750g hake fillet, skinned and bones 
removed 

3 spring onions, finely chopped 
3 cloves garlic, finely chopped 
2 tablespoons flat leaf parsley, 
chopped 

2 tablespoons fresh marjoram, 
chopped 
Zest 1 lemon 
1 egg 

125g breadcrumbs 
5 burger buns 
1 OOg watercress 


2 radishes 

tomato & chipotle relish 
2 plum tomatoes, sliced 
Salt & pepper 

1. Blend the hake for about 1 minute in a food 
processor. 

2 . Tip into a large bowl and beat in the onions, 
garlic, herbs, egg & breadcrumbs and season. 

3 . At this stage it is good to fry off a little piece 
of the patty mix to check the seasoning. You 
can then adjust to taste. 

4 . Chill for at least 1 hour to set. 

5 . Cook on the barbecue for a couple of 
minutes on each side. Grill the buns, spread on 
some relish, then add in the hake burger, 
watercress and radish.

Could a new muscle-stimulating workout 
be the lazy way to tone in your own home ,P

F or those of us who feel too 

time-strapped for exercise, the 
new E-Pulsive workout could be 
the solution. It’s a form of 
Electrical Muscle Simulation (EMS) 
training, which aims to give a full body 
workout in just 20 minutes. 

During traditional exercise, the brain 
sends signals to the muscles bringing 
about contractions. In EMS training, 
electrical impulses cause the muscles to 
contract. It’s claimed the system targets 
a wider range of muscles than traditional 
workouts, working deeper muscles for 
improved posture without straining joints 
or tendons. Sessions can be tailored to 
target certain muscle groups, working, 
say, abs or glutes harder if that’s where 
you’d like to see maximum results. 

Your personal trainer sets things up as 
you change into a fitted, stretchy black 
t-shirt and knee length shorts. You also 
put on a vest - a bit like a scuba-diving 


vest - which has electrodes that deliver 
electric impulses through the skin into 
the muscles of the upper and lower back, 
lats, abs and chest muscles. Straps are 
fixed around your upper arms, thighs and 
glutes to deliver impulses to the muscles 
in those areas. 

The straps and vest 
are sprayed with warm 
water first so they feel 
a bit soggy when you 
put them on. You’re 
then plugged into the 
control device and the 
four-second bursts of 
electrical impulses begin. Starting at a 
low intensity, the trainer gradually turns 
up the power - but only as far as is 
tolerable for you. It’s a similar sensation 
to using a Slendertone belt, only working 
muscles all over the body at once. 

You’re then guided to through a series 
of simple moves - lunges, arm lifts, 


standing crunches and the like. The 
contractions create resistance so simple 
moves feel challenging. In fact, it feels 
like you’re weight training without 
actually using any weights. 

The day after each of my sessions, 

I experienced the kind of muscle ache 

more usually felt after 
training much harder 
for longer. It’s claimed 
toning results can be 
visible after as few as 
four sessions. I can’t 
say I saw a great 
change, but I did feel 
stronger in my regular yoga class. 

An ideal add-on to any exercise 
routine, E-Pulsive can also be great for 
those who have difficulty exercising due 
to injury. And it’s so fast and convenient, 
I may give up my gym membership.

infinity pool or down by the beach. 
Lessons are taught by Rui Zou, who also 
runs Pilates sessions, and her partner 
Jason Milne. Both are expert teachers 
and calming influences; you’ll feel 
refreshed after just one session. Energy 
enthusiasts should opt for a more 
traditional pastime, a Muay Thai kick¬ 
boxing session with retired Thai-boxing 
professional and friendly English 
ex-pat AJ.

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Learning for life 

Co-curricular activities are well and good, but Colfe’s 
School show to really make the most of them 


S chools compete to offer the best 
range of activities outside the 
classroom - but what can you 
actually learn from them? Quite 
a lot, it turns out. In particular, those 
‘soft’ skills that come into their own 
beyond school and beyond university, 
when you eventually plunge into the 
serious business of earning a living. 

Take the Robotics Club at Colfe’s 
School.

I f you have any money invested in a personal 
pension or stocks and shares ISA, you might 
be aware of bull and bear markets. You may 
on the other hand be blissfully oblivious. 

What is certain is that you'll probably hear these 
terms used again and again by market analysts;

Simply put, a bull market refers to a stock 
market on the rise. It is typified by a sustained 
increase in share prices such as we had 
between August 2011 and April 2015. In that 
period, the stock market rose by a whopping

A recent 
example would be most of the last 12 months, 
where the FTSE 100 share index fell from 7089 in 
April 2015 to 5707 in February 2016. That's a fall of 
nearly 20% in one year! In that period, most 
people would have seen their stocks and shares 
ISAs and personal pensions fall in value. Bear 
markets can be dangerous because bad news 
sells newspapers and bear markets are perfect 
for this. With headlines like 'Market Armageddon' 
and 'Stocks and Shares Meltdown', many 



investors who are in it for the long term may 
see this, panic and go defensive, or worse still, 
cash out.

Adrian Burch on the growth of 
luxury riverside living in Woolwich 


H uge changes are taking place 
in the Woolwich area, 
primarily at Royal Arsenal 
Riverside, one of south east 
London’s most exciting riverside 
addresses. The development occupies 
a prime position along the Thames and 
will benefit from the on-site Crossrail 
station, due to open in 2018. 

The DLR extension opened in 2009, 
starting in Zone 4 at Woolwich Arsenal 
and creating a superb new link to the 
City. It’s just two stops to London City 


Airport and then passengers are whisked 
onwards to Stratford or to Bank 
and Tower Gateway in Zone 1. 

New shops have moved into 
Woolwich town centre and up to 1,000 
new homes are being built at Royal 
Arsenal, with residents being consulted 
on proposals to redevelop 1,000 council 
homes. The council has formed a 
partnership to bring in further funding 
and coordinate the regeneration of the 
area and this, combined with major 
private sector investment in Woolwich 



town centre, is creating over 46,000 
square metres of retail floor space, 1,500 
new homes and over 1,000 new jobs 
over the next five years. 

Undoubtedly the flagship 
development for Woolwich, Royal 
Arsenal Riverside is a key waterfront 
development on a formerly derelict site. 
Appealing features such as the local 
Thames Clipper service and the fantastic 
range of on-site amenities, including 
some clever conversions of historic listed 
buildings into pubs, a hotel and the 
Firepower Royal Artillery Museum, 
combine with over a kilometre of 
peaceful river walks. 

Woolwich has had its fair share of 
well-known inhabitants; former England 
footballer Ian Wright, singer Kate Bush 
and Squeeze singer and guitarist Glenn 
Tilbrook were all bom in the area. 

An important river crossing point - it 
is home to the Woolwich Ferry and a 
foot tunnel - Woolwich was part of Kent 
until 1889, when it became part of the 
London metropolitan area. In 1965, most 
of the Metropolitan Borough of 
Woolwich became part of the Borough 
of Greenwich and throughout the 18th, 
19th and most of the 20th century, 
Woolwich was an important military and 
industrial town. 

New homes in the area are 
understandably in very strong demand.

Gary O’Hare of Streets Ahead on how a 
garden makeover can help you sell you home 


S pring is the time when we see beautiful 
blooms burst through in an array of 
colours. It's also a peak time for 
buying/selling homes, so why not let 
Mother Nature lend you a hand when it comes 
to getting the best return for your property?
